Pentagon urges gay troops ’don’t tell’ amid legal 
wrangling 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - Israeli 
plans to build 238 new settler 
homes in east Jerusalem, as re¬ 
ported in Friday’s press, pro¬ 
voked a furious response from 
the Palestinians who said Is¬ 
rael was bent on "killing” 
peace talks. 

The plans for new housing 
in the settlement neighbour¬ 
hoods of Pisgat Zeev and 
Ramot were approved on 
Thursday by Israeli Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu, 
Ynet news website said, in a 
move likely to complicate US 
efforts to revive peace talks. 

Palestinian chief negotiator 
Saeb Erakat said the move 
proved Israel was intent on 
"killing" every opportunity to 
revive peace talks between the 
two sides. 

"Netanyahu has made his 
choice: settlements over 

peace," he said. 

"We call upon the US ad¬ 
ministration to hold the Israeli 
government responsible for the 
collapse of the negotiations 
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and the peace process as a re¬ 
sult of this government’s insis¬ 
tence on killing every 
opportunity for resuming ne¬ 
gotiations." 

Peace talks between Israel 
and the Palestinians face im¬ 
minent collapse in a row about 
settlement building on occu¬ 
pied land, which restarted on 
September 26 after temporary 
restrictions on building ex¬ 
pired. 

Settlement watchdog Peace 
Now said it was the first time 
such a plan had been approved 
since March, when Israel said 
during a visit by US Vice Pres¬ 
ident Joe Biden that it would 
build 1,600 new settler homes 
in east Jerusalem, prompting a 
major crisis with Washington. 


Guyana 
abolishes 
death penalty 


GEORGETOWN, Guyana 
(AFP) - Guyana's parliament 
has voted to abolish the manda¬ 
tory death penalty for people 
convicted of murder unless they 
have killed members of the se¬ 
curity forces or the judiciary. 

Lawyers for some 40 death 
row inmates yesterday ap¬ 
pealed to officials to commute 
their sentences after Thurs¬ 
day's National Assembly vote 
in the South American nation. 

"We are asking for them, in 
light of what they have just 
done, to look at those prisoners 
there and remove their sen¬ 
tences, to remove them from 
death row," opposition spokes¬ 
woman for legal affairs 
Clarissa Riehl told reporters. 

The 65-seat assembly agreed 
to retain a mandatory death 
penalty for people convicted of 
murdering law enforcement 
officials, prison officers, and 
members of the judiciary. 

Riehl said those who have 
been waiting on death row for 
more than 10 years should 
have their sentences com¬ 
muted to life imprisonment. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Pentagon urged troops Friday 
to keep quiet about their sex¬ 
ual orientation amid legal 
wrangling over a 17-year ban 
on gays serving openly in the 
military. 

In a memo sent out to sec¬ 
retaries of the US Army, 
Navy and Air Force, Under 
Secretary of Defense for Per¬ 
sonnel and Readiness Clif¬ 
ford Stanley said the Defense 
Department "will abide by 
the terms of the injunction" 
of a federal judge as it awaits 
the results of an appeal by the 
Justice Department. 

Stanley said a stay of the 
injunction could be issued 
"very soon, perhaps in a mat¬ 
ter of days," which would re¬ 
store the controversial policy 
that requires gay and lesbian 
service members to stay quiet 
about their sexuality or face 
being kicked out. 

But he warned troops that, 
"in light of the appeal and the 
application for the stay (of the 


injunction), a certain amount 
of uncertainty now exists about 
the future of the Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell law and policy." 

"We note for servicemem- 
bers that altering their per¬ 
sonal conduct in this legally 
uncertain environment may 
have adverse consequences 
for themselves or others 
should the court's decision be 
reversed." 

The Justice Department 
applied Thursday for a stay 
that would suspend the legal 
order until an expected ap¬ 
peal can be heard. 


Should a stay be granted, 
Stanley said he would issue 
"additional guidance" to the 
military services. 

He ordered the military's 
department secretaries to "en¬ 
sure immediate compliance" 
with his memo. 

"It remains the policy of 
the Department of Defense 
not to ask servicemembers or 
applicants about their sexual 
orientation, to treat all mem¬ 
bers with dignity and respect, 
and to ensure maintenance of 
good order and discipline," 
he added.

THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands — The public prosecu¬ 
tion department yesterday 
afternoon stated that Geert 
Wilders is not guilty of dis¬ 
criminating against Muslims. 
Earlier it announced he 
should also be found not 
guilty of inciting hatred. 

Prosecutors Birgit van 
Roessel and Paul Velleman 
reached their conclusions 
after a careful reading of in¬ 
terviews with and articles by 
the anti-Islam politician and a 
viewing of his anti-Koran 
film Fitna. 

They said comments about 
banning the Koran can be dis¬ 
criminatory, but because 
Wilders wants to pursue a ban 
on democratic lines, there is no 
question of incitement to dis¬ 
crimination ’as laid down in 
law.' 

On the comparison of the 
Koran with Mein Kampf, the 
prosecutors said the compari¬ 
son was 'crude but that did not 
make it punishable.' 

Dealing earlier yesterday 
with incitement to hatred, Van 
Roessel and Velleman said 
some comments could incite 
hatred against Muslims if 
taken out of context, but if the 
complete text is considered, it 
can be seen that Wilders is 
against the growing influence 
of Islam and not against Mus¬ 
lims per se. 

On Tuesday, the prosecu¬ 
tors said the MP should not be 


found guilty of group insult. 

The public prosecution de¬ 
partment was forced to take the 
case by the high court after 
anti-racism campaigners 
protested at its refusal to pros¬ 
ecute Wilders. 

Wilders proclaimed himself 
'very happy' with the public 
prosecution department's an¬ 
nouncement that he should be 
found not guilty on all charges 
of inciting hatred and discrim¬ 
ination. 

The anti-Islam MP told re¬ 
porters: 'I don't insult, I don't 
incite to hate and I don't dis¬ 
criminate. The only thing I do 
and will continue doing is 
speak the truth.' 

He campaigns for a stop to 
Muslim immigration, a ban on 
the construction of new 
mosques, and a tax on head- 
scarves. 

Wilders was temporarily 
banned from Britain last year 
on race hate grounds. 


His Party for Freedom has 
signed a pact to provide a mi¬ 
nority cabinet of the Christian 
Democrats and liberals with 
the votes they need in parlia¬ 
ment in return for a voice in 
policy formation. 

Campaigners who took the 
case to the high court to force 
the public prosecutors to 
bring the case against Wilders 
said they were 'disappointed.' 

'We hope the court will 
come to a judgement on a 
number of the charges,' a 
spokesman told reporters 
Wilders' accusers will make 
their case in court on Monday, 
followed by his defence start¬ 
ing on Tuesday. 

Judgment is expected on 
November 5.

- Nestled in the rolling hills 
of Tuscany in Italy, a new 
vineyard is using the ancient 
Chinese art of feng shui to 
make its wine in harmony 
with nature — and give it an 
extra marketing zing. 

"We have created a feng 
shui cellar in order to retain 
a bond with nature," Solene 
Genot, who manages the Ca¬ 
iarossa vineyard with her 
husband, Dominique, told 
AFP on a visit to the pictur¬ 
esque area in central Italy. 

"The cellar is located in a 
place where the energy is 
highest — half way between 
the top of the hill and the 
bottom of the valley," she 
said. 

"Even the colours of the 
building — red on the outside 
and yellow on the inside — 
are the colours of nature, the 
sun and the earth." 

Caiarossa is in the village of 
Riparbella in a region called 
Val di Cecina close to the 
Mediterranean Sea and the his¬ 
toric port of Livorno. 

It was bought in 2004 by 
Dutch businessman Eric Al- 
bada Jelgersma, who also 
owns two vineyards in the 
Bordeaux wine region in 
southwest France. 

In its marketing literature, 
the wine company talks about

New App Monitors 
Pet Health 

While human calorie-coun¬ 
ters learned to monitor their 
food intake ages ago, pet 
owners still have a hard time 
managing the health of their 
cats and dogs. With the new 
CUPetHealth App, iPad and 
iPhone users can digitally 
crack their animal's food and 
drug intake, leading to 
healthier critters and happier 
masters. 

Developed by a class of 
veterinary students at Cornell 
University, CUPetHealth 
gives owners an idea of their 
pet's body mass index (BMI), 
lists health information about 
all the major cat and dog 
foods, and reminds users 
when to give their animal's 
specific medication. By help¬ 
ing to eliminate human error 
and produce better diets, the 
CUPetHealth app works to 
eliminate the two main dan¬ 
gers to pet health, said Joe 
Wakshlag, an assistant pro¬ 
fessor of veterinary medicine 
at Cornell University and the 
app project 

"It's really a user interface 
to get someone thinking 
about the health of their ani¬ 
mal," Wakshlag told iPad- 
NewsDaily. "The biggest 
problem we see as a veteri¬ 
narian is poor compliance." 
leader. 


Chinese artist v s 'seeds* 
deemed London 
gallery health risk 

LONDON (AFP) - Visitors 
were barred Friday from con¬ 
tact with a leading Chinese 
artist's exhibition of more 
than 100 million porcelain 
"seeds" at Britain's interna¬ 
tional modem art gallery over 
health fears. 

Ai Weiwei's "Sunflower 
Seeds" artwork covers 1,000 
square metres (10,760 square 
feet) of the Turbine Hall at the 
Tate Modern in London. 
Walking on them was a key 
factor in the exhibition, but 
the public can no longer do so. 

"Although porcelain is 
very robust, the enthusiastic 
interaction of visitors has re¬ 
sulted in a greater than ex¬ 
pected level of dust in the 
Turbine Hall," a Tate spokes¬ 
woman said. 

"Tate has been advised 
that this dust could be dam¬ 
aging to health following re¬ 
peated inhalation over a long 
period of time. 

"In consequence, Tate, in 
consultation with the artist, 
has decided not to allow vis¬ 
itors to walk across the sculp¬ 
ture." 

Ai is one of China's lead¬ 
ing conceptual artists. 

The life-size seeds were 
individually sculpted and 
painted in workshops in 
Jingdezhen, eastern China. 

Porcelain has traditionally 
been one China's most prized 
exports. 

In publicising the exhibi¬ 
tion, the Tate Modem said the 
seeds "form a seemingly infi¬ 
nite landscape. 

"The casual act of walking 
on the work's surface con¬ 
trasts with the immense effort 
of production and the pre¬ 
cious nature of the material." 

"Sunflower Seeds" runs 
until May 2, but the public 
will only be able to look at it.

Tech lets body organs 
send updates to your 
phone 



What’s your heart's IP ad¬ 
dress?” 

That's not just a geeky 
pickup line; a group of Dutch 
researchers at IMEC have de¬ 
veloped a wireless body area 
network (BAN) called 
Human++ BAN, which al¬ 


lows small sensors embedded 
in organs to transmit health 
data to a patient’s phone via 
an SD memory card adapter. 

Using ultra-low power 
electrocardiogram sensors as 
wireless nodes, the Human++ 
BAN devices transmit vital 
stats from your heart to your 
Android smartphone, and 
then along to your doctors via 
a 3G or wireless network. If 
something’s really going 
wrong, an alarm can sound 
on your phone to alert you 
that your heart rate is too 
high, or that you’re about to 
get a shock from an internal 
defibrillator. 

The Human++ BAN sys¬ 
tem can work with other bod¬ 
ily systems, not just the heart: 
IMEC claims that it could be 
used to monitor neurological 
conditions or neuromuscular 
diseases, appealing to ath¬ 
letes and others. This work 
was presented last week at 
the Wireless Health Confer¬ 
ence in San Diego, CA. 


UFOs sighted over Manhattan 


New Yorkers are used to odd 
sights, but what hundreds of 
people in the Chelsea district 
of Manhattan's West Side 
saw in the sky Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon surprised even them. 

A cluster of silvery, shiny 
lights floated above. Initial 
descriptions of the supposed 
UFO varied wildly. One per¬ 
son said that it was "an oddly 
shaped object full of lights, 
flying slowly" while others 
saw (and recorded) three dis¬ 
tinct objects; still others saw 
nearly a half-dozen entities. 

However many there were 
- and whatever their nature - 
the city's 311 emergency line 
received dozens of calls 
about the mysterious, "extra¬ 
ordinary" lights. 

Alien spacecraft was of 
course a popular theory, 


though most New Yorkers 
seemed to take the lights in 
stride. Officials said that the 
objects were not detected as 
any security threat, and FAA 
spokesman Jim Peters said 
that the UFO did not appear 
on radar: "We re-ran radar to 
see if there was anything 
there that we can’t account 
for but there is nothing in the 
area." 

A closer look at video of 
the supposed UFO offers 
clues about its identity. The 
lights moved independently 
like floating objects, not 
fixed lights on an aircraft or 
spacecraft; they moved to¬ 
gether in the same direction 
as the wind. Furthermore, the 
objects were not emitting 
light but instead reflecting 
sunlight. 


Eye tracker 
wakes sleepy 
drivers 



Showing off an automotive 
ingenuity one would expect 
from the country that pro¬ 
duced Mercedes Benz and 
the autobahn, the German 
state-science outfit Fraun- 
hofer-Gesellschaft has devel¬ 
oped an eye tracking unit that 
will wake sleeping drivers. 
Eyetracker alerts motorists 
right before they nod off, 
avoiding accidents and im¬ 
proving on the American sys¬ 
tem of truck stop coffee and 
Metallica blasted at full vol¬ 
ume. 

If the camera modules de¬ 
tect that the eye is closed for 
longer than a user-defined in¬ 
terval, it sounds an alarm. 
When used as a driver-assis¬ 
tance system, there can be 
four or even six cameras 
keeping watch over the dri¬ 
ver's eyes. 

The cameras evaluate up 
to 200 images per second to 
identify the line of vision, 
even when a driver's head 
moves to the left or right. Yet 
the Eyetracker is only 
roughly half the size of a 
matchbox and practically un¬ 
detected when mounted be¬ 
hind the sun visor and in the 
dashboard. The tiny lenses 
are just three to four millime¬ 
ters in diameter. 

The special feature of the 
Eyetracker is that it can be in¬ 
stalled in any model of car. 
There is no need for a com¬ 
plicated calibration of the 
cameras. The system also 
doesn't need a PC or laptop, 
and can run off of its own 
proprietary hardware.

Romantic Love: Nature's Painkiller? 



New research offers hope for 
preventing kidney stones 






In a study involving a group 
of lovelorn Stanford under¬ 
grads, researchers discovered 
that high-octane romantic 
love might be a natural anal¬ 
gesic. 

Love's painkilling effect 
isn't just that the person is 
distracted by thoughts of the 
loved one — although that 
works, too. Instead, the re¬ 
searchers found that feeling 
"head-over-heels" activates 
the same dopamine-oriented 
centers of the brain that tune 
in to illicit drugs such as co¬ 
caine. 

"These pain-relieving sys¬ 
tems are linked to reward 
systems," said Dr. Sean 
Mackey, senior author of a 
paper appearing online Oct. 
13 in PLoS One. "Love en¬ 
gages these deep brain sys- 


BERLIN (AFP) - Chronic ill¬ 
nesses like obesity and dia¬ 
betes, generally seen as 
"Western", are making wor- 
ryingly rapid inroads in the 
developing world, health ex¬ 
perts warned at a meeting in 
Berlin this week. 

Around 80 percent of new 
cases of cancers, diabetes and 
cardiovascular diseases are 
now being recorded not in the 
rich West, but in poorer parts 
of the globe, according to 
World Health Organisation 
(WHO) figures. 

The explosion is a "conse¬ 
quence of importing 
lifestyles from Western coun¬ 
tries," Francis Collins, head 
of the US-based National In¬ 
stitutes of Health, told the 
World Health Summit at 
Berlin's Charite hospital. 

According to the WHO, 
the worst-affected areas are 
southeast Asia and the west¬ 
ern Pacific, while the Middle 
East stands out for swelling 
rates of obesity. 

"An obesity epidemic is 
inevitable unless policies to 
reduce intakes substantially 
from fat and sugar with spon- 


tems that are involved with 
reward and craving and sim¬ 
ilar systems involved in ad¬ 
diction." 

"This gives us some in¬ 
sight into potential ways of 
further probing and ulti¬ 
mately translating that into 
treatment for pain," added 
Mackey, who is chief of the 
pain management division at 
Stanford University School 
of Medicine. 

The authors recruited 15 
Stanford undergrads who 
were "wildly, recklessly in 
love," said Mackey, adding 
that the recruitment process 
took "only days." 

"It was the easiest study 
I've ever recruited for," he 
said. "Within hours they were 
all banging on my door, 
'Study us! Study us!' When 
you're in that kind of love, 
you want the world to know 
about it." 

The besotted 7 men and 8 
women, who were still in the 
newly smitten phase of their 
relationships, came to the 
study with a picture of their 
beloved. 

Researchers flashed the 
picture of the beloved while 
inflicting pain with a hand¬ 
held thermal probe. As a con¬ 
trol, participants were asked 
to name every sport that 
doesn't involve a ball, a form 
of distraction, while also ac- 


taneous increases in activity 
are introduced now," said 
Philip James, chairman of the 
British-based International 
Obesity Task Force (IOTF). 

Currently, there are 
around 300 million people 
around the world classified as 
obese, with a body mass 
index (BMI) — a measure 
computing body weight and 
height — of over 30, accord¬ 
ing to the IOTF. 

The rise in the developing 
world is all the more surpris¬ 
ing because these countries 
are also ravaged by hunger, 
but the increase in obesity 
does not necessarily mean 
that people there are becom¬ 
ing better fed. Obesity often 
masks underlying deficien¬ 
cies in vitamins and minerals, 
the IOTF says. 

As these countries de¬ 
velop economically, people's 
diets change as more and 
more of them move to cities 
and eat high-fat and high- 
sugar foods, often in West¬ 
ern-style fast food eateries. 
Urban life also tends to be 
more sedentary. 


tivating the probe. 

"To our pleasant surprise, 
both love and distraction re¬ 
duce pain to an equal amount 
and that was good because it 
more fully allowed us to 
compare them," Mackey ex¬ 
plained. 

The pain relief afforded by 
looking at the picture of the 
beloved seemed specific to 
that act — when participants 
were asked to look at a pic¬ 
ture of an equally attractive 
and familiar acquaintance, 
their pain levels did not re¬ 
cede. 

Functional MRI imaging 
of the participants' brain also 
revealed that, "the brain sys¬ 
tems involved in distraction 
are entirely different from 
those involved in love," 
Mackey said. "In distraction, 
there was a much higher level 
of the newer corticol systems 
involved with classic atten¬ 
tion and distraction." 

On the other hand, "in 
love, very primitive, reptilian 
brain systems that are classi¬ 
cally involved with the re¬ 
ward systems that motivate 
our basic drives were in¬ 
volved," he said. 

Although the students in 
this study were at an age 
when love is often in the air, 
Mackey believes the results 
would easily translate to 
older folks.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
new technique to curb the 
growth of crystals in one type 
of kidney stone offers hope 
for preventing development 
of the hard deposits which 
can cause extreme pain, re¬ 
searchers reported Thursday. 

Scientists at New York 
University's Department of 
Chemistry and its Molecular 
Design Institute, NYU 
School of Medicine, and the 
Medical College of Wiscon¬ 
sin sought to attack kidney 
stones at the molecular level 
by examining the crystals 
that form them. 

The researchers used 
atomic force microscopy, 
which allows for the observa¬ 
tion of objects as small as a 
nanometer, to observe the 
growth of the L-cystine crys¬ 
tals that make up one type of 
kidney stone. 

Knowing how these crys¬ 
tals grew, the researchers 
could then select a chemical 
agent to inhibit this process. 

"This may lead to a new 
approach to preventing cys¬ 
tine stones simply by stop¬ 
ping crystallization," said 
Michael Ward, one of the au¬ 


thors of the research and 
chair of NYU's Department 
of Chemistry. 

"Moreover, these findings 
are an example of the signif¬ 
icant advances that can be 
achieved through collabora¬ 
tions between researchers in 
physical sciences and in med¬ 
icine." 

Kidney stones comprised 
of L-cystine affect an esti¬ 
mated 20,000 individuals in 
the United States. 

This number is smaller 
than the number of Ameri¬ 
cans afflicted by calcium ox¬ 
alate monohydrate (COM) 
stones, but L-cystine stones 
are larger, recur more fre¬ 
quently, and are more likely 
to cause chronic kidney dis¬ 
ease. 

Although they often cause 
no permanent damage, kid¬ 
ney stones can be extremely 
painful and sometimes are re¬ 
moved by surgery or sound 
waves. 

Current medications for L- 
cystine stone prevention can 
cause adverse side effects 
such as nausea, fever, fatigue, 
skin allergies, and hypersen¬ 
sitivity.

Bernanke 
send dollar 

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
The dollar fell hard against the 
euro and the yen yesterday 
after the Federal Reserve left 
little doubt it would step in to 
prop up the US recovery, a 
prospect that leant some sup¬ 
port to equities. 

Tension had been building 
on currency markets even be¬ 
fore the comments by Fed 
Chairman Ben Bernanke, with 
Japan hinting it might inter¬ 
vene again to check the rise of 
the yen and China warning the 
United States against using the 
yuan as a scapegoat for US 
economic weakness. 

Bernanke, speaking in 
Boston, said the US central 
bank was ready to undertake 
extraordinary measures to 
shore up an economy strug¬ 
gling with stubbornly high un¬ 
employment and the risk of 
crippling deflation. 

Ahead of a key meeting of 
the Fed’s policy-setting panel 
next month, Bernanke set out 
the case for intervention, say¬ 
ing "there would appear — all 
else being equal — to be a case 
for further action." 

The comments raised al¬ 
ready elevated expectations the 
Fed was pre- paring to pump 
billions of dollars into the 
economy, notably through the 
purchase of bonds and other 
assets. 

So massive an introduction 
of fresh funds would tend to 
dilute the stature of the dollar 
and devalue it further against 
the euro and the yen. 

In the aftermath of the 
Bernanke speech, the dollar 
tumbled to a 80.88 yen, a 15- 
year low. The euro shot up to

China meanwhile insisted 
that the yuan's weakness 
against the greenback must not 
be used as a "scapegoat" for 
Washington's problems. 

US lawmakers and officials 
contend that an undervalued 
yuan is harming the competi¬ 
tiveness of US exports and 
costing jobs in the United 
States. 


EU agrees to slap ’’green” tax on 
heavy lorries 



LUXEMBOURG (AFP) - Eu¬ 
ropean Union transport minis¬ 
ters yesterday agreed to slap a 
new pollution and noise tax on 
heavy goods vehicles despite 
vocal opposition from road 
haulage groups. 

Tough talks have been tak¬ 
ing place for two years on in¬ 
troducing a "polluter pays" 
principle on European Union 
motorways, with member 
states such as Austria and 


France firmly in favour against 
opposition from Italy and 
Spain. 

The European Commission 
said ministers voted in favour 
of rules allowing the 27 mem¬ 
ber states to charge heavy lor¬ 
ries both the cost of 
infrastructure — which is the 
current case — but also to levy 
extra charges for the cost of air 
and noise pollution. 

A diplomatic source said 


agreement was reached after a 
vote that saw the proposal win 
by only three votes. 

At stake was a review of an 
existing levy known as the 
"Eurovignette Directive," 
which covers some 15,000 
kilometres (9,300 miles) of 
motorways and allows mem¬ 
ber states to set tolls at levels 
required only to maintain and 
replace infrastructure. 


Chavez clinches energy, nuclear 
deals on Russia visit 



MOSCOW, Russia (AFP) - 
Venezuela's maverick Presi¬ 
dent Hugo Chavez clinched a 
host of deals yesterday to boost 
a burgeoning relationship with 
Russia, including an accord to 
build the first nuclear power 
plant in his country. 

As well as the accord for 
Russia to build and operate the 
key OPEC member's first nu¬ 
clear power station, Chavez's 
ninth visit to Moscow saw big 
deals with Russia for the pur¬ 
chase of energy assets. 

The flamboyant leader 
launched one of his customary 
tirades against the West after 
his talks in the Kremlin with 
President Dmitry Medvedev 
and also surprised his Russian 
counterpart by producing a bag 


of Venezuelan gifts. 

"The changes in relations 
in the economic sector have 
been tectonic and involve all 
areas of our mutual interests," 
Medvedev said alongside the 
Venezuelan leader. 

The nuclear agreement 
was signed by the head of 
Russia's atomic energy 
agency Sergei Kiriyenko and 
built on a plan agreed by rime 
Minister Vladimir Putin with 
Chavez during a visit to Cara¬ 
cas in April this year. 

Medvedev said diversify¬ 
ing energy sources was a pri¬ 
ority even for a energy-rich 
country like Venezuela. 

"We want our partner to 
have the full range of options 
in energy and have energy in¬ 


dependence and the means to 
develop," Medvedev said. 

"Even a country rich in oil 
and gas like Venezuela needs 
new sources of energy," he 
added. 

In an apparent reference to 
the United States, Medvedev 
acknowledged that the move to 
build the facility could concern 
some countries. 

Kiriyenko told the ITAR- 
TASS news agency that the nu¬ 
clear plant could be built 
"perhaps in 10 years and per¬ 
haps earlier."

MARBELLA (AFP) - Sean

source said. 

Dozens of journalists had 
gathered outside the court in 
the jet-set resort of Marbella 
yesterday morning for the cou¬ 
ple’s expected appearance. 

The Oscar-winning actor 
was named in May in the in¬ 
vestigation dubbed "Goldfin- 
ger" after the 1964 James 
Bond film and which involves 
the sale of his luxury seaside 
villa near the jet-set resort of 
Marbella. Connery sold the 
villa, named Malibu, in 1999 
reportedly for around nine mil¬ 
lion dollars (6.5 million euros). 

The villa was subsequently 
knocked down, and a four- 
storey luxury apartment com¬ 
plex with 72 flats was built on 
the land where it once stood in 
2004-2005, despite planning 
rules which said only five 
homes could be constructed on 
it. The Scottish actor and his 
French-born wife, Miche- 
line, were subpoenaed ear¬ 
lier this month to appear 
before the judge in Marbella 
on October 15.

UNHCR, in Bosnia. 

She added that part of the 
reason to make her first 
movie as a director was to re¬ 
mind people of what hap¬ 
pened during the 1992-95 
war in Bosnia and to give at¬ 
tention to the survivors of the 


Quebec’s humble healer, Brother Andre 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - 
Diminutive, shy and with little 
education, Alfred Bessette of 
the Canadian province of Que¬ 
bec hardly seemed destined to 
become a Catholic saint. 

But he reputedly had the 
gift of healing, which he exer¬ 
cised both by the laying on of 
hands and using an internal 
power. 

The faithful say he could 
simply say in his gruff voice, 
"leave your crutches and walk" 
to cure a crippled person. 

In the nave of Montreal’s 
imposing St Joseph's Oratory, 
dozens of canes are testimony 
to the cures attributed to Bes¬ 
sette, later to become Brother 
Andre. 

The sanctuary was built 


using the gifts of thousands of 
pilgrims attracted to Brother 
Andre's charisma. 

However his path was 
strewn with obstacles. 

Born in 1845 at Mont- 
Saint-Gregoire of Iberville, 40 
kilometres (25 miles) to the 
east of Montreal, he was or¬ 
phaned at the age of 12. 

His father, a woodworker, 
was killed by a falling tree 
while his mother succumbed to 
tuberculosis three years later 
and he was looked after by an 
aunt. 

Andre did odd jobs, includ¬ 
ing two years in textile mills in 
the United States before he re¬ 
turned to Quebec. 

Deeply religious, he applied 
to join the congregation of 


Sainte Croix in the village of 
Cote des Neiges, today a 
neighborhood of Montreal, but 
the order initially refused him 
because of his poor health. 

Finally accepted, he be¬ 
came Brother Andre in 1870. 

Because he could barely 
read or write, Brother Andre 
served as a porter at the order's 
College of Notre Dame, man¬ 
ning the door, scrubbing the 
floor and working in the gar¬ 
den. 

Brother Andre urged the 
sick to pray to Saint Joseph, to 
whom he attributed all his pur¬ 
ported miracle cures. 

When he died on January 6, 
1937, at the age of 91, nearly a 
million mourners filed past his 
coffin. 



Andre was beatified in 
1978 by Pope John Paul II, and 
a miracle healing was offi¬ 
cially recognised by the Vati¬ 
can on December 19, 2009, 
marking the two steps towards 
his canonisation.

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Big Ben returns from ban as 
Steelers face Browns

PITTSBURGH (AFP) - Ben 
Roethlisberger is back for 
Pittsburgh after a four-game 
NFL ban for a personal con¬ 
duct violation as the Steelers 
try to beat Cleveland for their 
third 4-1 start in four seasons. 

The star quarterback who 
has guided the Steelers to two 
Super Bowl titles was sus¬ 
pended four games following 
accusations of sexual assault 
by a 20-year-old woman at a 
nightclub. Criminal charges 
were never filed. 

Without ’’Big Ben”, the 
Steelers won their first three 
games and were only beaten in 
the final minute by Baltimore, 
which at 4-1 has a half-game 
edge in the AFC North divi¬ 
sion over Pittsburgh, which is 
coming off a bye week. 

”I’m excited, but if you 
have to use me coming back as 
motivation against the Cleve¬ 


land Browns, we’ve got some¬ 
thing wrong,” Roethlisberger 
said. ”It’s a divisional game 
and that's all we should need.” 

The Browns, 1-4, have 
lost 12 of their past 13 games 
against Pittsburgh, and 18 of 
the past 20, but a 13-6 loss to 
Cleveland last December 
helped deny the Steelers a 
spot in last season's playoffs. 

"They really got after us. 
We never want to make ex¬ 
cuses, but we really just did¬ 
n't play good football,” 
Roethlisberger said. 

Expectations are high after 
the Steelers’ defense and rush¬ 
ing have powered a strong 
start and their aerial attack 
figures to see a major boost 
after averaging a league- 
worst 136 passing yards. 

"Ben is one of the best 
quarterbacks in the game so 
I'm expecting him to get in 
there and make some plays,” 
receiver Mike Wallace said. 

Roethlisberger has not 
played a regular-season game 
since a 30-24 triumph last 
January at Miami, but he was 
able to practice three days 
last week with the team, help¬ 
ing his timing with receivers 
and Rashard Mendenhall, 
who ranks fifth in NFL rush¬ 
ing with 411 yards. 

Two desperate NFL teams 
meet in Minnesota, where the 
Vikings host Dallas with each 
club a disappointing 1-3. 

The Vikings lost 29-20 to 
the New York Jets on Mon¬ 
day night, struggling for three

Second seed Djokovic, 
who lost to the world number 
three Swiss in Toronto in Au¬ 
gust while beating him at the 
US Open, earned a ninth 
straight match win in China as 
the two-time Beijing cham¬ 
pion advanced over Guillermo 
Garcia-Lopez 6-2, 6-3.

Phillies-Gaints matchup promises prime pitching

PHILADELPHIA (AFP) - 
Fittingly, the National 
League Championship Series 
between San Francisco and 
Philadelphia will open Satur¬ 
day with a marquee matchup 
of hurlers Tim Lincecum and 
Roy Halladay. 

It's predicted pitching will 
dominate the best-of-seven- 
game series to decide the 
NL's World Series contender, 
with both teams boasting 
rock-solid rotations. 

Giants ace Lincecum is 
the reigning two-time Cy 
Young Award winner. Halla¬ 
day pitched the second play¬ 
off no-hitter in Major League 
Baseball history in the 
Phillies' first-round victory 
over Cincinnati. 

Then comes Roy Oswalt 
and Cole Hamels for 
Philadelphia, although per¬ 
haps not in that order, while 
Giants manager Bruce Bochy 
said Wednesday he'll likely 
tweak his rotation to send 
left-hander Jonathan Sanchez 
in game two with Matt Cain 
set to pitch game three in San 
Francisco. 

"That's the way we're 
leaning right now," Bochy 


said. "We have confidence in 
both of them but we really 
think to break up the righties 
and lefties there is a better 
way to go." 

"It's going to be fun," Gi¬ 
ants third baseman Pablo 
Sandoval said of showdown 
between Lincecum and Hal¬ 
laday. "They have one of the 
best pitchers in the National 
League and we have one of 
the best pitchers on our 
team." 

Lincecum allowed just 
two hits with 14 strikeouts in 
his playoff debut in game one 
of the first-round series 
against Atlanta. 

"We'll see what happens 
these first two games. It's 
going to be a hyped-up 
crowd," said Lincecum, who 
faced the Phillies in his major 
league debut on May 30, 
2007. "They're the team to 
beat. They've been there be¬ 
fore and they're there again." 

Philadelphia's sluggers are 
hoping the home fans have 
more to cheer about than 
pitching. 

While the Phillies won 
two straight National League 
titles on the strength of their 


hitting, they have been incon¬ 
sistent on offense this season. 

Injuries contributed to the 
problem, with six of eight 
regular starters spending time 
on the disabled list. 

"We've got the talent to be 
an offensive team, which 
we've been for the last four or 
five years," manager Charlie 
Manuel said. "And this has 
been, this definitely has been 
a down year, the numbers 
kind of speak for it. But at the 
same time, we're very capa¬ 
ble of busting games open 
and putting up more offense. 
I expect us to score more 
runs." 

The Giants will be trying 
to reach their first World Se¬ 
ries since slugger Barry 
Bonds led them there and fell 
just short in 2002 to the An¬ 
gels. 

Bochy is hoping left 
fielder Pat Burrell, who inked 
a minor league deal in May 
and joined the Giants shortly 
thereafter, can be a source of 
information and advice for 
some of his less experienced 
teammates. 

Burrell spent nine seasons 
in Philadelphia, winning a 
World Series title with the 
team two years ago. 

"He's been there, he's been 


there with Philly. Sure, he 
can give them some advice," 
Bochy said. "He's great about 
that. He's not just a talent on 
the field but he's been great to 
have in the clubhouse." 

Bochy knows his Giants 
have a tough task ahead of 
him, but he thinks they're up 


to the challenge. 

"They've got tremendous 
talent - pitching, a great of¬ 
fense," Bochy said of the 
Phillies. "You've got to play 
your best ball to beat them. 

"I like where we're at. I 
like the way the guys are 
playing."
